state who can stack up with the men 
who were elected at that time. Big 
men simply don’t go into politics any 
longer.” 

The address of Judge Candler was 
delivered at the formation of the Em- 
ory university Davis-Bryan _ of 
which John W. Weekes has been made 
chairman. Another speaker of the 
meeting was Reuben Arnold, promi- 
nent Atlanta lawyer. At the close

Toronto, October 15.—H. R. H., 
the Prinee of Wales, Canadian ranch. 
man and royal cowbody, left the out- 
line of the royal left shoulder and 
ear delicately imprinted in the spongy 
sod of a Canadian meadow when s 
nervous brown gelding, called Killaire, 
flipped the future king of England 
from the saddle to the ground in full 
view of SO members of the Toronto 
Hunt club who had arranged to stifle 
a fox for the prince’s pleasure. It 
was the prince's first cropper of his 
American tour. 

The tumble came Wednesday aft- 
ernoon at the second obstable in th: 
wake of the flying fox. Wales took 
the lead when the hunt govt away and 
Killaire cleared the first fence easily, 
carrying the prince wel] ahead. Fifty 
yards beyond this upright barrier the 
meadow shouldered away abruptly to 
a drop of about five feet. 

Killaire still was thinkin, of fences. 
Instead of jumping down, the horsr 


tried to jump over. Landing with a 
jar and an equine grunt, he spun 
H. R. H. through an are of “omplacent 
Canadian sunshine and onto the 
ground into an altogetlier unroyal 
posture. ; 
Members of the hunt were sur- 
prised and frightened, but it was old 
stuff to Wales. Whether or not the 
book of etiquette sets down what 
should be done in such circumstances, 
Wales demonstrated that after being 
pitched over the ears of a Canadian 
hunter the well-dressed young man, if

After a short 
run renard was brought down in a 
wooded dell near the home.of Sir Wil- 
liam Mulock. Despite his tumble the 
prince was right there when the kil! 
came and -it wa's not until then thar 
he had time to assure members of the 
hunt that he was not hurt. He said 
the hunt hag been a success. 

The Earl of Dunmore, who was 
riding with the prince, followed the 
royal example. The earl dismounted 
in the middle of a fence, which is 
almost as dangerous a procedure ‘%s 
changing horses in the middle of s 
stream. Dunmove was uninjured and 
firiished with the field. 

Before the start of the bunt Kil 
laire registered heen disapproval of 
the crowds that swarmed about him 


and his rider. The fretful horse 
bothered Wales with his pawing and 
once he called cut for the crowd to 
move back lest sumeone be kicked:

Washington, October 15.—In the 
presence of President Coolidge and 
leaders of the Methodist Episcopal 
church of this country and Canada, 
the equestrian statue of Francis As- 
bury, “pioneer Methodist bishop in 
America,” was unveiled here today, 

President Coolidge in an address re- 
viewed the missionary work of the 
bishop in this country in its early 
days and declared it was. largely a 
result of the preachings of Asbury, 
his associates and other religious or- 
ganizations that “our country has de- 
veloped so much freedom and contrib- 
uted so much to civilization.” 

Declaring religion to be the founda- 
tion of government in this country, 
the president pleaded that it be relied 
on rather than law for social reforms. 

Tribute to “Circuit Rider.” 

The exercises, presided over by 
Bishop John W. Hamilton and Bishop 
William F. McDowell, concluded a 
two-day program in commemoration 
of the “circuit rider” bishop, who 
cathe to this country in 1771 and, 
traveling by horseback some 6,000 
miles a year, preaching during his 
life about 16,500 sermons,

Anderson, S. C., October 15.—Only 
203 of approxvnately 500 cadets of 
Clemson college, who late yesterday 
walked out as a protest against the 
suspension of the president of the 
senior class anid certain conditions in 
the college mess hall, were missing 
from the barracks late tonight, ac- 
cording to information received here 
from the school. 

Many of the striking cadets re 
turned during the day, and colleze 
officials stated tonight that they ex- 
pected more to return tomorrow when, 
they said, class work will be resumed 
as usual. About 750 students at- 
tended chapel this morning, it was 
stated. The enrollment is approx’ 
mately 1,000. 

The situation at the school was r2- 
ported quiet tonight, with students 
and officials marking time pending 
the outcome of the meeting of the 
board of trustees, which is to be he'd 
Monday night at the college. . 

Although it was stated that the 
students plan to press their demands 
fur more and better food. for the en- 
gagement of a matron for the mess 
hall, and for reinstatement of all 
students who left the collece, it was 
reported here that the cadets have 
withdrawn their request for the re- 
instatement of R. F. (Butch) Holo- 
han, who was suspended for one year 
following his trial on a charge of 
drinking whisky.

Arrest and Incarceration 
of Ellis Follows Stormy 
Session of Soldiers’ 
Home Board. 


OFFICIALS PLANNING 
LUNACY PROCEEDINGS 


Old Veteran Declares En- 
mity of Superintendent 
McAllister Responsible 
for Move Against Him. 


W. A. Ellis, 81 years old, a Cone 
federate veteran and for years an in- 
mate of the Old Soldiers’ home, spent 
Wednesday night in the Fulton county 
jail, taken there on orders of officials 
of the home on charges of lunacy, fol- 
lowing a stormy meeting of the board 
of trustees of the home earlier in the 
day. 

Ellis was brought before the board 
of trustees charged by Superintendent 
W. E. —<ccAllister with insubordina- 
tion, it was said, and the lunacy 
charges were later preferred after a 
heated altercation between the old 
Confederate and a member of the 
board. Mr. Ellis, however, denied 
that any blows were struck and said 
he had merely shown his vigorous re- 
sentment when called “a liar.” © 

Ellis charges that the lumacy ac- 
cusation against him is a frame-up on 
the part of Superintendent McAllister, 
who, he says, has threatened to prefer 
similar charges against other old sole 
dier inmates of the home. Members 
of Mr. Ellis’ family, who reside on 
East Fourteenth street, stated Wed- 
nesday night that several days ago he 
visited them and at that time de- 
clared that a scheme was on foot 
among certain officials at the home to 
declare six or eight of the aged in- 
mates dangerously insane and have 
them committed to the state insanity 
sanitarium at Milledgeville, and asked 
that steps be taken to protect him and 
others against such a fate. 

Charges Retaliation.

German Flag Removed 

While the ZR-3 ig still a German | 
craft and remains under the control | 
of her German officers, the flag of the | 
reich was removed Wednesday after- 
noon. It made way for the emblem 
of the American Red Cross, which 
was hoisted on the giant ship as a re- 
minder of the contrast between. the} 
peace-time purposes of her transfer | 
and the uses to which Zeppelins were | 
at during the world war. 

The ticklish work of deflating the 
big bag of her highly inflammable 
hydrogen gas is now in progress, and 
the public is being kept a good dis- 
tance from the hangar. It was be- 
lieved by some of the Lakehurst sta- 
tion officials that the danger of this 
operation had led the navy depart- 
ment to send the Shenandoah on her 
cross-country flight a few days ago, 
so as to avert the remote possibility 
of a tremendous explosion § which 
might have destroyed the two great | 
dirigibles in one earth-rocking blast.

| Sets New Record 
“Gentlemen, a new world’s record,”

Safe Arrival 


Here of ZR-3 


BY ERIC KEYSER. 

Berlin, October 15.—From Flens- 
burg to Dresden and from the Polish 
frontier to the Belgian border, Ger- 
many wildly celebrated the safe ar- 
rival in the United States of the 
ZR-3, the 126th and the last of the 
giant ships that first were conceive-l 
in the mind of old Count Zeppelin, of 
Friedrichshafen. 

In the coffee shops and weinstube= 
of Berlin, in the rathskellars and beer 
gardens of every German city, in the 
churches, in the streets, the unleashed 
enthusiasm of a nation long divorced 
from united popular clamor raised 
racket to the skies. 

Bells tolled throughout the land. 
From the doors and windows of beer 
rooms rumbled a throaty chorus of 
“Hochs,”’ punctuated and emphasized 
by the thump-clump of sturdy, empty 
beer mugs as they were lifted re- 
peatedly and smacked down against 
the scarred table tops. 

The celebration was comparable 
anly to those that followed Germany’s 
earlier war successes. The cabinet 


crisis was forgotten. Political wran- 
gles, the mounting price of bread, 
jealousies and cares were swept out 
of mind as the nation dropped work 
to mark the triumph of a German 
aircraft. 

Cabarets were jammed with cele- 
brants who were kept busy stirring 
the gas from their champzigne so that 
they might be ready to rise and hoch

In tiny Friedrichshafen, where the 
village band turned out last Sunday 
to oomp-pah-oomp a farewell to the 
fliers, a mad burst of enthusiasm be- 
gan yhen the village burzomaster de.

arrival off the American coast. 

A gray-green old cannon, left over 
from the war, roused the villagers to 
the enormity of the day with 125 bel- 
lowing roars of pride. One shot was 
fired for each of the 125 Zeppelins 
constructed here. 

The Weibles, the Swabrian name 
for womenfolk, of the crew wept and 
thanked God for the safety of their 
husbands, sons and sweethearts. Pic- 
tures of the Zeppelin engineers in the 
town hall were wreathed. “Gott sie 
dank,” faltered the women, and added, 
“der Deutsche Gott.” tt was “the 
good oid true German God,” to whom 
these thanks went up. 

Many of the women had seen their 
menfolk ascend from Friedrichshafen 
during the war, bound for London 
mostly, and many had nevez returned. 

In the heat of celebration, an un- 
accustomed democracy came to 
village. In the restaurants and cafes, 
high officials of the Zeppelin company 
had their beer or sparkling, ruby wine 
at the same tables with the workers. 
For Germany, the flight was a proof 
of German ability and efficiency thit 
the world cannot ignore.

Water Supply Ran Short, 
Causing Crew To Go Un- 
washed and Unshaven 
Most of Trip.

‘The threat of posst- 
ble disaster developed when a rip was 
discovered in one of the great dirigt- 
ble’s gas cells. 

The rip, which was two feet long, 
was patched up immediately, but 1£ 
it had not been discovered through 
the watchfulness of the ZR-3’s men 
enough air m‘cht have entered the 
cell to diminish the lifting power ot 
the craft and to form a dangerous 
mixture With the hydrogen gas inside, 
already known to be unsafe. 

The only actual “calamity,” how- 
ever, befell the crew when the water 
supply ran short and those on board 
were forced to go unshaven and un- 
washed, 

Revealed in Log of Trip. 

These incidents are revealed in the 
log of Oaptain G. W. Steele, the 
ranking American naval officer durc- 
ing the flight from Friedrichshafen. 
Steele's log presents a detailed an:l 
graphie account of the experiences 
and impressions of the record trip. 

“Cape Cod was passed abeam at 
3:15 a. m., and soon afterward the 
ship was sailing over Boston,” Steele 
wrote in describing the arrival of the 
ZR-5 over American soil, “It was 
a sight to swell the bosom of a re: 
turning Americin, and one never to 
be forgotten. Millions of lights! If 
one looked closely downwards, one 
could see the buildings, but looking 
slantwise, nothiozg but lights.” 

Many dirigib'e experts believe that 
Steele’s sensations will be duplicated 
by those of scores of Americans who 
may be making trans-Atlantic trips 
by air within a few years. 

Excerpts From Log. 

Other excerpis from 
Steele’s log foilow: 

“The 12th of October: came in, a 
foggy day. When the hangar doors 
were opened, about 6 o'clock, there 
was a blue fog outside; but things 
were better. The ship had been care- 
fully trimmed and the temperature 
was better, that is, colder. : 
the ground. crew started to take the 
ship out, and at 6:35, the engines 
were started and we were off 

“There is a queer thing about fog. 
When you are on,.the ground, you are 
in the fog; when you rise above it, 
vou are above the clouds. A fog, in 
fact, is a cloud on the ground. So 
the ship rose through the fog and 
came out above the clouds. The crests 
of the higher hills projected above 
the clouds, like islands in the sea, and 
when they were recognized, the pilot 
would check his course. 

“When the clouds at last permitted 


Captain 
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a view of the ground, we saw France. 

We had gone through the pass near 

Belfort, and were heading for the 

Bay of Biscay. 
Reach Atlantic Ocean. 

“At half past three, we passed 
over the mouth of the Gironde river 
to the Bay of Biscay. It had taken us 
only nine hours from Friedrichsha- 
fen to reach the Atlantic, averaging 
over 60 miles an hour. 

“While over the land, flying low, 
an airship is subject, to some extent, 
to the motions of the various air cur- 
rents through which she passes. The 
sun was shining brightly and we were 
passing over varied countries so the 
ship felt the effect of the conflicting 
currents of air. In addition, we were 
near the ground—500 or 1,000 feet— 
and the movement of air, or wind, 
across the hills, which were quite 
prominent. caused. additional eddies. 
The result was a gentle roll and 
pitch, but not uncomfortable, and, 
what is more, the passenger cabin is 
practically free from vibration. 
When we reached the sea, the air 
above it being still, the bumpy mo- 
tion ceased. 

Men Take Naps. 

“At 4 o'clock, when the watch was 
relieved, the men stretched out com- 
fortably and began to bank up sleep 
against their night watches. Some of 
the more energetic ones played a 
{une on the phonograph, but this met 
with disapproval. Evening fell over 
a ealm sea. with a clear sky, with 
just enough red in the west to be a 
‘snilor’s delight’... During the night, 
the course and speed were checked 
ceeasionally by sightjng on torch 
hombhs dropped from the ship. 

“When the end of our watch pe- 
siods came we found the berths very 
romfortable, and enjoyed undisturbed 
sleep. 

"At Zize fon the 13th) we 
reached the southeastern end of Ter- 
cevia Island, and traversed its south 
coast.

“ Atrip above the clubs gave tem- 
porary relief from the summer tem- 
perature we have had.

“Tnere is one other anc final bridge 
that must be built.

What good will it do, I ask you, 
toe train and develop the minds and 
hearts and bodies of our boys and 
our girls, what good will it do if we 
build 4 bridge across their chasm and 
at the end of the highway of life, 
at the maturity of the boy and the 
girl, there is a darkened and a _ pois- 
oned and a dying and decadent nation 
for tnem to live in? 

‘So I suggest that we look to that 
stream of poison that is being inject- 
ed into our national life through the 
admission of that lower type of for- 
eigner3 that have been admitted. into 
our tand in the years that have gone 
by. 

“This is no narrow or restricted 
suggestion that I am making to you. 
In the first place, I want to say that 
this dees not mean, aS our enemies 
would have it that we are making a 
fight npen the Catholie church, or the 
Catholic creed or the Catholic re- 
ligion. As a good Baptist, and as I 
trust, 2 good American, I would shed 
every drop of blood in my body in 
fighting any man who would place a 
feather’s weight in the wav of a 
Catholic: boy or girl who on the Sab- 
bath twncrning walked out of Cath- 
nlie home to go to a Catholie church 
to worship in the Catholic Sunday 
school, following the Catholic creed 
whicn he or she learned from a Cath- 
olic mother.

added, “when we are seeking for so- 
cial reforms. Of course we can help 
to restrain the vicious and furnish a 
degree of security and protection by 
legislation and police control, but the 
real reforms which society in these 
days is seeking will come as a result 
of our religious convicticns, or they 
will not come at all. 

‘“‘We cannot escape a personal re- 
sponsibility for our own conduct. We 
cannot regard those as wise or safe 
counsellors in public affairs who deny 
these principles and seek to support 
the theory that society can succeed 
when the individual fails. 

Law and Virtue. 
“There is no way by which we can 


virtue of man. Peace, justice, hu- 
manity, charity—these cannot be legis- 
lated into being. They are the result 
of a Divine grace.” 


From the life of Bishop Asbury, 
who came to this country as a preach- 
er before the Revolutionary war, the 
president drew a lesson of sacrifice 
and devotion which, he said, “has gone 
into the making of our country.” He 
recalled that the pioneer’ bishop 
traveled about 6,000 miles a_ year, 
preaching about 16,500 sermons and 
receiving as his highest salary $85 a 
year. 

“He had no idea” Mr. Coolidge 
raid, “that he was preparing men the 
better to take part in a great liberal 
movement, the better to take advan- 
tage of free institutions, and the bet- 
ter to perform the functions of self 
government.

Often Preached 
In Wilkes County 


Bishop Francis Asbury, in whose 
Lonor an equestrian statue was un- 
veiled in Washington Wednesday, 
visited Georgia during the closing 
years of the 18th century, when he 
often preached at “Grant’s preath- 
ing house,” in Wilkes county, about 
six miles from what is now Wash- 
ington, Georgia. 

This was before the founding of 
Atlanta—in the days when the In- 
dians were in possession of this terri- 
tory, according to Dr. Elam F. Demp- 
educational secretary of the 
North Georgia Methodist conference. 

Bishop Asbury maintained a home 
in South Carolina during those days, 
Dr. Dempsey said. He alse lived for 


some time at the “Rembert home” in 


South Carolina. 

The spot on which “Grant’s preach- 
ing house” once stood is matked to- 
dey by a marble monument, erected 
largely through the efforts of Sena- 
tcr Boyce Ficklen, prominent citizen 
of Washington. The monument was 
the centenary of 


Bishop Asbury’s death. 

Some years ago, according to Dr. 
Dempsey, there existed in the Georgia 
Methodist conference an “Asbury te- 
mounting brotherhood.” The purp se 
of this organization was to furnish 
the circuit riders with horses. Wita 
the advent of the automobile aud 
rapid growth of the country the broth- 
erhood died out, and today does not 
exist. 

Bishop Warren Candler was active 
in the campaign to raise funds for 
the erection of che Asbury monument 
in Washington, Dr. Dempsey said, 
and a sizable eaare of the monument 
fund was raised in Georgia. 

Dr. Dempsey said that Bishop As- 
bury was knowa as the “Prophet of 
the Long Road.’ In his journals, 
Bishop Asbury cften speaks of his 
work as reaching from Maine to 
Georgia. These journals, publish>! 
in three volumes, are circulated by 
all Methodist publishing houses, Dr. 
Dempsey said, and are read exten- 
sively.

Inspired By Revival. 
“It is of a great deal of significance 
that the generation which fought the 


American revolution had seen a very 
extensive religious revival. They 
had heard the preaching of Jonathan 
Edwards. They had seen the great re- 
vival meetings that were inspired also 
by the preaching of Whitefield. The 
religious experiences of those dave 
made a profound impression upon 
the great body of the people. They 
made new thoughts and created new 
interests. They freed the vublic mind, 
through a deeper knowledge and more 
serious contemplation of the truth. 
By calling the people to righteousness 
they were a direct preparation for 
self-government. It was for a con- 
tinuation of this work that Francis 
Asbury was raised up. 


“The religious movement which he 
represented was distinctly a movement 
to reach the great body of the pes- 
ple. Just as our Declaraticn of Inde- 
pendence asserts that all men are 
created free, so it seems to me the 
founders of this movement were in- 
spired by the thought that all men 
were worthy to hear the Word, worthy 
to be sought out and brought to salva- 
tion. It was this motive that took 
their preachers among the pocr and 
neglected, even to criminals in the 
jails. As our ideal has been to bring 
all men to freedom, so ‘Their ideal 
was to bring all men to salvation, It 
was preeminently a movement in be- 
half of all the people. It was not a 
new theory. The American constitu- 
tion was rot a new theory. But like 
it, it was the practical application of 
an old.theory, which was very new.” 


Bishops Add to Praise. 


Bishop Hamilton, referring to the 
works of the clergy in the early days 
of the country, described Asbury as 
the “chief of these pioneers and their 
supreme ruler.” 

“Francis Asbury must be called

An important decision, involving 
the right of a city to assess property 
owners for paving charges was hand- 
el down Wednesday by the Georgia 
suprerse court in the case of H. 
Tillman and others versus the city of 
Valdosta. 

The suit was brought by residents 
and property owners of Valdosta 
seeking a permanent injunction and 
restraining order to prevent city au- 
thorities from selling $41,250 in 
bonds, issued under authority of the 
act of the Georgia legislature of 1921. 
The proceeds were to pay for new 
paving on certain streets in Valdosta. 
Most of the plaintiffs were owners of 
vacant property which it was claimed 
would not be enhanced in value over 
25 per cent of paving assessments 
levied against it. 

It was also charged that the mayor

This pains me more than it can pos- 


sibly please you (if you’re one such), 
for I have taken no small degree of 
satisfaction in proclaiming on every 
occasion that people get fat purely 
and simply because they eat too much 
or exercise too little or both. Mind, 
I say it may be possible. That is 
really a great concession. I,shall nc.v 


proceed to show how remote the pos- 
sibility is. 

Diabetes is a deficient secretion of 
insulin by the islands of Langerhans 
in the pancreas, and when there is not 
enough insulin the amount of blood 
sugar rises above the normal. 

In, the treatment of diabetes with 
insulin it has been found that if an 
excessive dose of insulin is injected, 
a characteristic reaction occurs, promi- 
nent features of which are excessive 
hunger, great weakness and apprehen- 
sion or ‘“‘nervous alarm,’ perhaps 
sweating and cold extremities, all 
quickly relieved by the juice of an or- 
ange or some glucose or sugar or .|- 
most any food containing carbohy- 
drate. It appears that certain non- 
diabetic individuals suffer in a Ssimi- 
lar way from oversecretion of insulin 
(hyperinsulinism, as Dr. Seale Harris, 
of Birmingham, terms it). These indi- 
viduals seem to be persons who are 
or have been too fat and generally 
are or have been eating less than they 
have been accustomed to eat. 

A man who had been overweight 
and had reduced 25 pounds complained 
that he got so hungry about an hour 
before his meal time that he became 
weak, nervous and unable to work. A 
little candy, a soft drink, some milk, 
fruit, almost any food, would bring 
relief quickly. During such spells his 
blood sugar was found to be reduced 
below the normal amount. 

Another man “felt so hungry and 
weak about an hour before meals that 
he believed he would die if he couldn't 
eat something or if he had to go two 
or three hours past the regular meal 
time.”’ His blood sugar was found 


may become valuable evi-| 


below normal during such spells, but 
normal after food. 

A woman who had weighed 220 
pounds and had reduced to 160 pounds, 
complained that she awakened between 
12 and 2 o’clock at night with a nerv- 
ous chill or quivering, very weak, cold 
hands and feet and exceedingly hun- 
gry. She had found that the juice of 
an orange relieved her. - A blood sugar 
test taken during one of the spells 
showed a market dimunition, and later 
in her normal state the blood sugar 
was all right. 

Low blood sugar isn’t due to lack 
of food, for in various cases of actual 
starvation from occlusion of the esoph- 
agus, for instance, the blood sugar 
was found normal. 

Dr. Harris suggests that since ex- 
cessive hunger (with weakness, anx- 
iety or “nervous chill’) is a mani- 
festation of hyperinsulinism or low- 
ered blood sugar, it may be that nor- 
mal hunger is the call for glucose 
(blood sugar) rather than the call of 
an empty stomach. In all these cases 
the patients had been guilty of ex- 
cessive eating, and nearly all of them 
had been overweight. 

Dr. Hans Eppinger, of Vienna, has 
suggested that an oversecreting pan- 
creas may account for some cases of 
obesity. These interesting studies of 
Dr. Harris’ would seem to lend some 
color to that idea. But don’t take too 
much comfort in this, for in back of 
it all, you see, is the vulgar habit of 
overeating, insulin or no insulin.

He cited as an example an At- 
lanta eontractor who had secured a 
$300,000 contract for the installation 
of a waterworks system in a Central 
American country. 


MAYOR APPROVES 
KENNEDY'S TOUR 


Dr. John P. Kennedy, city health 
officer, will leave Atlanta Friday aft- 
ernoon to attend a meeting of the 
American Public Health association in 
Detroit, and his expenses on the trip 
will be refunded by the city, it was 
announced Wednesday by Mayor 
Walter A. Sims. While in Detroit, 
Dr. Kennedy also will inspect milk 
pasteurization plants, but it is proba- 
ble that because of the delay he will 
forego inspection trips to Chicago and 
St. Louis. 

Mayor Sims assured Dr. Kennedy 
that despite a veto of a resolution 
providing $200 to pay the expenses of 
the tour the city will pay expenses, 
as since the measure was vetoed ip 
has been learned that it is essential 
that Dr. Kennedy attend the conven- 
tion. 

The mayor explained that the reso- 
lution made no mention of the Detroit 
meeting, but provided only for inspec- 
tion of milk pasteurization plants at 
St. Louis, Detroit and Chicago, and 
was vetoed because he considered such 
a trip unnecessary. 

“Alderman Duvall, who sponsored 
the resolution, has admitted that it did 
not explain the full import and reasons 
for the trip,” the mayor said, “and if 
Dr. Kennedy's attendance at the De- 
troit meeting is necessary, I heartily 
approve of it. If the resolution had 
stated the true intention for which the 
appropriation was asked J would have 
approved it at that time.” 

At the time he vetoed the measure 
Mayor Sims explained his action by 
the fact that arrangements already had 
been made to receive reports of a 
government expert on the same propo- 
sition, and that the exnense of send- 
ing Dr. Kennedy on the inspection 
tour was needless. Dr. Leslie P. 
Frank, of the United States publie 
health service, was expected here last 
week but has been delayed by illness. 

Dr. Kennedy expects to return from 
his northern trip in time to confer 
with Dr. Frank during the latter’s 
visit to Atlanta.

Carl Huteneson, Atlanta attorney, 
surprised Mr. Upshaw by presenting 
him with a silver loving cap, a token 
of esteem from Upshaw’s friends. 
Funds for the purehase of the cup 
were raised through the efforts of 
Coun¢ilman-elect C. G. Allen. 

Another feature of the evening was 
the presentation of a large cake bear- 
ing OS eandles, which was placed be- 
fore Mr. Upshaw and later cut by 
Mrs. W. F. Tenary and Mrs. D. M. 
Jackson and distributed to the guests. 

Mr. Upshaw told the delegates dur- 
a caucus before the dinner that 
Max Wilensky, his opponent in the 
recent congressional race, had _ ex- 
pressed the opinion that any accept- 
ance of the nomination would be ir- 


regular unless it came after formal 
nomination proceedings. 

Walter McElreath was elected pres

A storm of debate which culminated | 
in adoption of resolutions indirectly 
indorsing the action of the executive 
committee of the Georgia Baptist as- 
sociation and trustees of Mercer uni- 
versity in requesting the resignation 


'of Dr. Henry Fox, professor of biol- 
|ogy of the institution, was a feature 


of the Wednesday sessions of the At- 
lanta Baptist association at the Sec- 
ond Baptist church. 

Dr. Carter Helm Jones, pastor. of 
the Second Baptist church, sought to 
table the motion and requested that 
the association take no action before 
careful consideration and deliberation. 
While Dr. Jones stated he was in per- 
fect sympathy with the motion, he ex- 
plained that at the present time the 
convention should not undertake any 
matter of creed-making because other 
matters should be discussed at the as- 
sociation’s meetings. 

“IT feel that we can trust Georgia 
Baptists and trustees of Baptist 
schools on questions of this sort,” he 
stated. 

Moderator L. E. Roberts ruled, 
however, that the resolution be given 
consideration at the afternoon session. 

Text of Resolution. 

The resolution as introduced by Dr. 
C. W. Daniel, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, and as adopted was as 
follows: 

“Resolved, That the Atlanta Bap- 
tist association express its confidence 
in the wisdom and fidelity of the reg- 
ularly appointed denominational lead- 
ers entrusted with our educational in- 
terests, We rejoice in the manifest 
vigilance in conserving our cherished 
and time- honored Baptist convictions 
and ideals in the field of Christian 
endeavor, and, further, we pledge our 
cooperation with our brethren 
throughout the state in maintaining 
unquestioned the Christian character 
and influence in our schools.” 

Lengthy resolutions introduced hy 
W. W.. Gaines, former president of 
the Atlanta board of education and a 
state Baptist leader, asked the asso- 
ciation to “reaftirm its faith in the 
literal truths of the Bible and its 
orthodox teachers and that only teach- 
ers in accord with the views of the 
denomination be retained in the in- 
stitutions which the Baptist chureh 
fostered.”’ 

Substitute Adopted. 

This resolution also failed to men- 
tion the name of any person, but ir 
was plainly evide:.t that reference ws 
being made to the reqgest for the 
resignation of Dr. Fox. * 

After lengthy discussion this reso- 
lution wag tabied and a_ substitute 
resolition was sihmitted by Dr. Dan- 
ie, which was approved. 

The res@lution as adopted by tie 
association omitted all mention of the 
Mercer incident and also eliminated 
the doctrinal statement.

Weekly Weather and Crop 


Summary 


of Cotton Belt 


Washington, Oct. 15-—Crop_ and 
weather conditions in southern states 
during the week ending yesterday 


were summarized today by the de- 
partment of agriculture as follows: 

The week was practically rainless 
throughout the cotton belt, except for 
showers in the northwestern portion, 
which, together with favorable tem- 
peratures, made unusually good har- 
vest weather. ‘The bolls opened rapid- 
ly in the northern portion and picking 
and ginning were general. 

There was no change in the general 
outlook in Texas, where picking was 
nearing completion, except in the 
northern and northwestern portions, 
with very little insect damage. Har- 
vest was somewhat interrupted in 
Oklahoma by showers, but generally 
made satisfactory progress with yields 
and quality reported good, and a fair- 
ly good top crop coming on in most 
sections; there was some weevil dam- 
bottom lands. The

Improved European Conditions 
Will Stimulate Cotton Demand, 
Says Department of Agriculture 


Washington, October 15.—Improved 
economic conditions in Europe are ex- 
pected to stimulate the demand for 
American cotton, declares the depart- 
ment of agriculture today in a special 
foreign cotton review. ! 

“While the markets for food neces- 


sities, particularly grains and fats, are 
but moderately affected by economic 
changes, the demand for cotton is 
more responsive to cvnditions of pros- 
perity or depression,” the department 
says. “Supplies of cotton goods in 
time of distress can be made to last a 
little longer and new purchases can 
he postponed. 

“World supplies of cotton have now 
been short for several years and prices 
have been correspondingly high. ‘There 
is little “doubt but that supplies of 
cottoi goods in consumers’ hands are 
relatively low. Employment conditions 
are good in’ France and Italy, and have 
been improving in the United King- 
dom. In Germany the operation of 
the Dawes plan is expected to stimu- 
late industry. These conditions al] 
point to increased demand for Ameri- 
can cotton. 

“Outside of Europe, Japan is the 
principal market for raw cotton. Since 
the war the average annual imports 
of cotton into Japan have been more 
than double the average imports of the 
,five years preceding the war. The in- 
creased demand has been the result 
of economic developments and _ the 
rapid adoption of occidental styles in 
dress. This process still continues 
and there is no reason to expect any 


decrease in the demand for cotton this 
year. : 

“Production of cotton it. the United 
States, India, Egypt and Brazil, 
which countries produce nearly 90 per 
cent of the world cotton crop, is ex- 
pected to be from 2,000,000 to 3,000,- 
VOU bales larger than last yea? when
